He indicated that RAC has been recognized as 
the Canadian IARU Representative, an event accomplished 
in record time.

The Board approved the plans for the 
finances, fees, and the organization of some of the integral 
elements. It was decided to retain membership fees at their 
present level for at least the next year.

You can teach an old dog new tricks

During one of the frequent coffee calls, at a the local doughnut shop, 
the topic of mike gain and ALC meter readings came up for 
discussion. Mike VE3ZG was the teacher and XRC and BBS were the 
old dogs. I run my rig with a mike gain of about 2-3 on the scale of 
my Kenwood TS-820; Norm mentioned he was about the same and 
that the ALC meter reading was in the acceptable range. Then the 
teacher ZG interrupted and said if your ALC is showing on the meter 
for other than on voice peaks, your mike gain is too high. After a 
rather lively discussion, Mike made his point. That night both Norm 
and I experimented with the information; and lo and behold, IT 
WORKS! Most manuals state that the meter needle should be held 
within the ALC zone, however, if the meter is continually active that 
means that your ALC is active also. So you have continual clipping of 
the signal, or in effect, square waves. These type of waves will create 
TVI/RFI. So a word to the old dogs and the newer ones as well, keep 
the mike gain down and watch your meter readings. It may save you 
a lot of grief.

RAC MEETS DOC DEPUTY MINISTER 


Radio Amateurs of Canada had a positive meeting with DOC in Ottawa 
on 28 April 1993. We discussed DOC’s approach to Canada’s amateur 
radio service in a meeting with Deputy Minister Marc Rochon. RAC 
President, Farrell Hopwood VE7RD, stated "The Deputy Minister said he 
learned a lot from the discussions and that many of the issues we placed 
before him can be resolved by working together with his staff in Ottawa 
and in the Regions." _M. Rochon became Deputy Minister in 1992. 

The unlawful restriction of antenna tower heights was reviewed 
in detail including the list of municipalities carrying by-laws which 
challenge the powers of DOC over such matters. The need for more 
effective monitoring and enforcement of regulations and the need for 
responsible action by those who manufacture and sell electronic devices 
which are susceptible and not electromagnetically compatible (EMC) was 
discussed at length. Special emphasis was placed on the preservation of 
exclusive VHF/UHF amateur bands for the needs of our rapidly 
expanding numbers, (now over 36,000 Hams). 

RAC remains very concerned over the loss of VHF bands. The 
need to preserve the remaining VHF amateur exclusive bands was 
discussed at length. FCC has asked to meet DOC to negotiate a band 
sharing agreement which could adversely affect the amateur segment 
220-222 MHz. The FCC wants an agreement before fully implementing

Land, Fixed and Mobile services in the US. DOC told RAC that the 
needs of Canadian Amateurs will be an important part of any future 
decision on the use of the band. DOC will shortly issue a paper on the 
possible re-allocation of frequencies from 30 MHz to 890 MHz spectrum. 
Amateurs, among many others, will be invited to address 220-225 MHz 
band use at that time. 

Those representing RAC included Farrell Hopwood VE7RD, 
Dana ShtunVE3DSS, Earle Smith VEGNM, Tim Ellam VE6SH and Bill 
Wilson VE3NR. Deputy Minister Marc Rochon’s staff included Bob 
Jones, Director General Radio Regulatory Branch, Maurice Nunas, 
Director Spectrum Operations , S.N. Ahmed, Director General 
Engineering Programs Branch. A second meeting to address 220-222 
MHz matters was attended by some of the above and David Warnes, 
Manager Long Range Spectrum Planning and Chris Lafkas, Chief, 
International Systems Radio Regulatory Branch, who are involved with 
negotiations with FCC. 

DOC reacted favourably to the RAC proposal for a permanent 
Amateur Radio Advisory board composed of key officials of DOC and 
RAC. It is expected meetings will be held at least twice a year beginning 
in the Fall of 1993.

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Ed’s Repeater Bible! 


By: Ed, VE3SNW. 


Welcome to the Thunder Bay repeater community! The 
number of local hams has certainly swollen over the past few 
months and new calls have graced the frequencies. Like any 
"society" certain norms have evolved over the years of the 
repeater usage and some of these you may not be aware of. 
In order to correct this, I hereby present "Ed’s Bible of 
Repeater Etiquette"

Listen first! This will accomplish many things. You 
will pick up on our quirks and learn a few things 
about us. Listening first will also prevent you from 
interfering with someone else’s QSO or emergency 
in progress. 

Depress the Press To Talk button first, then speak. 
The first couple of QSO’s are pretty exciting , but if 
you don’t hit the clench to talk switch first we won’t 
hear you, or worse, only catch half of what you said. 
Pause between groups of speech, or wait for the 
courtesy beep if the repeater has one. When you 
"tail end" your buddy, other operators who need to 
break in with emergency or urgent traffic, can’t. If 
you’ve been on the repeater a long time, ask if 
anyone requires the frequency. Note: Skip Wright, 
VE3BBS, is the local ARES co-ordinator and is the 
one to contact if you run across a major disaster, or 
conversely he will announce an emergency, in which 
case go to rule one. Contact Skip for details about 
ARES (Amateur Radio Emergency Service). 
Identify with your whole call sign. This is the law, 
check RIC-25 if you won’t take my word for it. It’s 
a really bad habit to get into, and really irritates the 
DX stations when you get on HF. 

Ye Olde Phone Patch and other Esoteric Digital 
Effects. Listen first. Identify before, during and 
after your call. If you are testing or learning how to 
use the various toys, I mean functions, say so. If you 
are testing listen and make sure the repeater is not 
in use. Identify and pause often. Pick an off time to 
test on the repeater. Ten minutes before lunch is 
not a good time to test DTMF tones. When using 
the patch, make it clear you are on an Amateur 
Radio Repeater and that many others are listening. 
Do not use the patch if there is a regular phone 
handy. Business calls are not permitted under any 
circumstances! Don’t hesitate to dump the Patch if 
the person on the other end becomes rude and 
abusive. If you anticipate someone calling you on 
the reverse patch, explain to them beforehand that 
this is a privilege and that you are under no 
obligation to speak to them if they are vulgar. If you 
don’t # them, somebody else will.

The use of the word "BREAK" to interrupt a QSO in 
progress is RESERVED FOR EMERGENCY or 
URGENT SITUATIONS. Its use as a general 
interrupt is not appropriate. This, and other carry 
overs from 11 meter operation will label you as a 
LID by the older ops. Humour them, they paid for 
the machine you are using now. If you want to 
break in with a general comment or to call someone, 
use your callsign. 

Be courteous and helpful. If someone needs the 
repeater briefly, relinquish it. If someone needs 
information or help, do your best to be helpful. If 
you can’t, try and hand them off to someone who 
can. If you hear help in progress, stay quiet unless 
you can add something truly useful. Read the 
Amateur Radio Code of Ethics in the ARRL 
Manual for more detail. 

If your radio scans, make sure it’s locked on the 
right frequency before you speak. If you use your 
radio as a scanner, do not program in the offsets and 
PL tones for non-amateur frequencies, just in case 
you do key up on the wrong memory channel. 
Businesses and Police agencies pay a lot of money 
for their licences and take them very seriously. Your 
presence will not be a source of amusement to them, 
or the DOC. 

Be polite and don’t criticize over the air. Snide 
comments will label you as a jerk. Speaking of jerks, 
everyone of them has a scanner and your life is their 
major interest, because they don’t have one of their 
own. Some things are best left unsaid, or said in an 
"eyeball QSO" 

Try simplex. There is no law that states you must 
use a repeater to communicate on VHF. 

Expand your horizons. Discover a new mode (EME, 
Meteor Scatter, Packet, RTTY, Telegraphy) Amateur 
radio has much to offer, don’t deprive yourself by 
sitting on the repeater. 

Ask. None of us were born rocket scientists. We all 
learned just like your are doing now. A simple 
question is a lot better that an expensive mistake. 
Repeaters cost a lot of money are were paid for by 
donations and club memberships. Do your part by 
buying a club membership and helping out when the 
need arises. 

Introduce someone to Amateur Radio and 
encourage them to get licensed. Without a strong 
base of amateurs, these frequencies will be history. 
Above all, have fun.
